workers to enlarge their lives and 
to spend money they earn, the five- 


day week, six-hour day will build up 
the market for hundreds of indus- 
tries. For instance, a worker on a 
seven-day and 12-hour week, as of a 
few years ago, didn’t have time to 
ride in an auto, even if he could 
afford one—-but shorter work weeks 
would enable him to enjoy a pleasure 
car, and on pleasure cars hang those 
subsidiary industries as gas stations, 
repair shops, tea rooms, wayside inns, 
and all those departments of clothing 
industries which moves close in hand 
with the go places, as well as com- 
mercial recreation parks.
